This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 9-17 directed to an 
invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 9-17 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest Prior Art of record 
(See JP 01-132794) teaches a method for creating a product surface, the creating method being 
characterized by comprising a first step of forming said surface of said product with a predetermined 
coating using a liquid mixture in which predetermined particles have been mixed, a second step of 
pressure-treating and polishing at least said surface in predetermined conditions, or polishing at least said 
coated surface in predetermined conditions a third step of further plating said surface. However, the 
reference fails to teach or render obvious the steps of printing a print image using an ink having 
conductive powder and a second step of pressure-treating and polishing at least said printed or coated 
print image surface in predetermined conditions in a state to prevent treatment dust from being produced, 
or polishing at least said printed or coated print image surface in predetermined conditions in a state to 
prevent treatment dust from being produced, and a third step of further plating said print image surface 
polished in said state to prevent treatment dust from being produced as recited.
